Claims 1-20 are pending in the application. 



Drawings 



3. New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in this 
application because the drawings are informal. Applicant is advised to employ the 
services of a competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the protruding part of 
the catheter element and the exclusion element must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

Specification 

5. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is not in compliance with 
MPEP § 608.01(b). Correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. Claims 4-5, 1 5, 1 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. The term "protruding part, exclusion element 
with radially inwardly extending protrusion in the cavity" is not defined explicitly in the 
specification or implicitly through its usage. Thus, the term renders the claim indefinite 
since one of ordinary skill in the art would not be able to ascertain the scope of the 
claim. Furthermore, the Examiner has interpreted the claim in a manner that would 
render the prior art applicable. Ex parte lonescu, 222 USPQ 537 (Bd. App. 1984). Claim 
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6 is rejected due to its dependence upon claim 4. Claims 18-20 are rejected due to 
their dependence upon claim 17. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

8. Claims 1-3, 6-14, 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Tanghoj et al. (US 2003/0018293) ("Tanghoj"). 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1 .131 . 

Tanghoj discloses: a catheter assembly and method comprising a container 46, a 
catheter handle 44 having a first interlocking mechanism and at least one catheter 
element 42 with a proximal end adapted for insertion into the urinary canal and an 
opposite distal end having a second interlocking mechanism, the container 46 
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comprising a cavity 48 adapted to accommodate at least a proximal section of said 
catheter element, said catheter handle adapted to be interlocked with said catheter 
element via engagement of the first and second interlocking mechanisms [0042], the 
handle 44 comprising a sleeve section 46 adapted to surround a portion of said 
container characterized in that the handle is further adapted to be separated from the 
catheter element and from the container, [0040, 0010, 0018]. 

The catheter handle 44 is attached to said container assembly Fig. 17 and is 
shorter than said container or shorter than said catheter element Fig. 1 5. 

At least a part of the distal opening zone is flexible [0030] [0032]. 

The catheter assembly further comprises a lubricating medium [0046], a 
hydrophilic coating [0047] and sealing means 50 for sealing the cavity. 

Response to Arguments

moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
